Miles-of-View Farms is both a Kansas and Missouri purebred Shorthorn estab- 
lishment. The Farms consist of four hundred fifty acres, half in Kansas and half in 
Missouri, and lie ten miles south of the city limits (78th Street) of Kansas City, at 
what would be 140th Street and State Line road.

In the (Miles-of-View herd are the Junior Champions, Helfred Verbena 3d 
and Joan 14th, and other champion and first prize cows of similar worth. From one 
of these original purchases came our famous Secret family, one of which was the 1939

Calrossie Prince Peter was sired by Calrossie Randolph by Calrossie Grand Na- 
tional. Calrossie Grand National is by Calrossie Control. Calrossie Randolph sired 
the winning group of five bulls and the winning group of three bulls at the Perth 
1940 Show. He also sired champion females at the Scotland shows. Calrossie Prince 


Peter is out of the dam Princess Mona by Naemoor Ian. This remarkable cow, a dark 
even roan, is the dam of three Perth Supreme champions, Calrossie Control, (1933), 
Calrossie Royal Emblem, (1930), and Calrossie Prince Peter, 1940). No other cow 
has ever produced more than one Perth Supreme champion. The reader will note 
that Calrossie Control, which is the great grandsire of Calrossie Prince Peter, is also 
out of the same dam as Calrossie Prince Peter. Calrossie Mercury, 1938 Perth 
Champion, (Edellyn Farms), and Calrossie Prince Peter are the only two Perth cham- 
pions ever to come to the United States. 


Calrossie Prince Peter is a dark, even roan, with a great head and looks the part 
in style and character which has been associated with Perth champions. Frank W. 
Harding, who made the purchase for Miles-of-View Farms, was given instruction to 
buy the Perth 1940 Supreme Champion provided he was the best bull available in 
Scotiand. Walter Biggar and William Garne, breeders known to the Chicago Inter- 
national as judges, did the bidding for Mr. Harding, who, due to the war, was unable 
to be in Perth where he had been asked to judge. Biggar and Garne made the rounds 
of the Scotch herds before the sale and decided on sale day Calrossie Prince Peter 
was the bull to buy. He was bid in at 1650 guineas (over $7,000). War insurance, 
shipping, and other charges sent his cost to $9,000, “laid down” in Kansas City. 


An interesting letter from Prince Peter’s breeder, Capt. John MacGillivray, re- 
ceived after Prince Peter had been shipped to Miles-of-View Farms reads: 


“TI made the remark when selling Prince Peter that I never put a buil of better 
conformation through the ring, so that stands. You may think he is dark enough 
around the muzzle, but I hope you will not worry about that. Please remember so many 
of our best sires were that ‘way, including Garbity Field Marshall, Naemoor Ironclad, 
Naemoor Cock Robin, and many others. His dam, as you know, is also dam of Control 
and Royal Emblem. Control needs no boosting and Royal Emblem’s females at Harvies- 
town took that herd forward. I have no photograph of Princess Mona (dam of Prince 
Peter) but nobody could wish to see a more pleasing or better headed female with her 
great muzzle, wide between the eyes, short face, big ears and nicely turned horns, and 
then her brisket and quarters and milk vessel. Good enough for a dairy cow. One of 
her greatest assets was her bone which with her head she inherited from Naemoor 
Ian. I may have as good a cow but never a better one. Then Randolph’s mother of the 
Rosebud family and by Glastullich Waverly who was by Naemoor Jasper gives you 
the mixture of blood that has been accomplishing things in all countries. Grand Na- 
tional’s mother is the lovliest thing you ever set eyes on—she could win the Royal and 
Highland at a walk. Do not think that I had been arranging all those matings at 
random. 


“My only regret is that I had no permission to use Prince Peter only I did not 
worry as what I would have expected of him is being accomplished by his sire.”
